Army men in two armored tanks ear­ 
ly today prepared 
to rescue six hos­ 
tages of mutinous convicts in Fol­ 
som prison. 
Seven convicts leading a •rebellion 
of prisoners, which has already taken 
toll of eight deaths, 
have 
given 
prison otfieials an ultimatum that they 
will kill 
the six guards 
they hold 
prisoners if they are attacked in the 
prison hospital, where they have bar­ 
ricaded themselves. 
There are 1,200 
prisoners under the domination of the 
seven leaders. 
The 
eight 
deaths resulted 
from 
clashes between prisoners and offi­ 
cers to gain control of the prison. 
SIX PRISONERS DIE. 
Six 
prisoners were killed by 
ma­ 
rine 
gun bullets 
when guards at­ 
tempted 
to rush the prisoners who 
barricaded 
themselves 
in the main 
cell block. 
The casualties included 
Ray Singleton, guard, killed by the 
convicts. 
Charles Giles, 
aged 
gatekeeper, 
died of a heart attack when the mu- 
tiny started 
Charles Gorhanson. guard, stabbed 
may die. 
Walter Neil, turnkey, stabbed and 
shed in the leg. 
A1 Dealy, guard, stab lied. 
Barnet Hughes, 
secretary 
to the 
warden, shot in the leg. 
Six convicts were found to 1x3 dead 
by Dr. 
.L P. Day, prison 
surgeon, 
when he entered the cell block under 
a 
truce. 
He 
reported 
that three 
prisoners had been fatally shot and 
others wounded. 
AIRPLANE TO ASSIST. 
Ail airplane, with mounted machine 
guns, was enroute from San Fran­ 
cisco, to assist 
in quelling the mu­ 
tiny. 
Governor C. C. Young ami party of j 
state officers 
came to Folsom from 
Sacramento to make a survey of the 
situation and to lead the attackers.

prison consisted of five companies of 
National Guard infantry, one com­ 
pany of field artillery, two tank com­ 
panies and nearly 200 peace officers. 
Twelve hundred convicts, the ma­ 
jority of whom were not believed to 
be in sympathy with the break, were 
held in the main cell block, the seven 
desperadoes took up their position in 
the hospital which overlooks the main 
entrv of the cell block.

' gray for high lights; the few leav es on these limbs should be bluish green and oliv e; 
the web on the right will be grays and light browns. 


The bird has a white breast, yellow and black beak, dark brown eyes, gray back 
and head; wing feathers are brown; the tail is almost black with white spots; the 
legt are greenish gray. 


Among the first things that the Bible 
tells us about Adam is that he gav e 
names to all the animals of the field 
and the birds of the air. 
We may 
wonder what he named the birds and 
if they had a meaning anything like 
what our names for them hav e. So 
many of our names tell something about 
the bird, as red-headed woodpecker, red­ 
winged blackbird and many more. 
The name yellow-billed cuckoo was 
giv en to this bird because there is a 
black-billed cuckoo too, and the name 
j tells a difference between the two birds. 
The lower part of the long, slightly 
| curv ed bill of the yellow-billed cuckoo is 
yellow and the other one has a whole 
black bill. 
j 
The birds look and act so much alike 
that it takes a good look to tell which 
one we are looking at. The name rain 
, crow is giv en to both birds. 
Their 
i calls may be heard more often when the 
weather is cloudy and there are signs 
of rain, or after a rain, so people say 
they tell that it is going to rain and 
call them rain crows. When you look 
at this bird you will wonder why they 
said crow and you will decide that they 
did not take time to find the bird and 
look at it to see what it looked like for 
there is nothing whatev er about it 
I that looks like a crow. 
Those who say 
rain dov e, as a few call it, come nearer 
| to what you would think it should be 
called. 
Cuckoo is the name of a family of 
birds. 
Across the ocean in England 
there is a cuckoo that nev er makes a 
nest for its own eggs bu t. puts them 
in the nests of other birds and lets the 
other bird take care of its young ones. 
That is a v ery mean way of doing. 
The cow bird, which is no cuckoo but 
belongs to the blackbird family, does the 
same thing here and we do not like a 
bird that imposes upon others in that 
way. 
* 
Both cuckoos are about robin size 
but longer. 
They are slim, long and 
dov e like. 
Their backs are brownish 
gray with a little greenish or oliv e 
tinge, v ery silky, or better still let us 
say 
satiny. 
The 
underparts 
axe 
a 
grayish or ashy white. 
There are three other things besides 
the bill to help tell which cuckoo we 
see. 
Thie yellow-billed cuckoo has some 
light reddish brown on the wings and 
the outer tail feathers black under­ 
neath with large white ends that look 
like large thumb spots when the tail is 
not spread. 
The black-billed cuckoo 
has the wings and the ten or twelv e 
feathers of the tail the same color as its 
back, no black and v ery small tips of 
white on a few outer tail feathers. 
Its 
calls are softer too. 
The middle tail 
feathers of both birds are longest, the 
outer ones being scarcely half so long. 
The legs and feet are light blue. They 
hav e two toes in front and two behind 
as woodpeckers hav e. 
If you are used to hearing a ruckoo 
clock you may expect to hear some­ 
thing like that but you will not. 
The 
cuckoo clock is a Swiss clock and this 
bird is an American bird. 
Their calls are not alike. 
You will 
hear something like this, “kuk-kuk, 
kuk-kuk, kuk-kuk, kr r r rick, kr r r 
rick, kr r r ruck, kr r r ruck, cow*, cow, 
cow, cow.” 
Usuallv it will be only a part of this 
and the last notes may sound like "caw, • 


caw, caw, caw.'» That may be wh#a 
the name cro w co mes fro m. 
This so ng, If we may call it that, I| 
no t really musical. Yet If y o u art 
interested in birds you will find that 
y o u are glad to hear it. It begins 
slo wly , then faster until the notes seem 
to run together. 
These are among our least known 
birds 
because they slip so quietly 
among the branches of the trees and 
shrubbery. They are seldom seen out­ 
side of the shade of the leav es and their 
Quaker coats of feathers do not show 
off 
among the 
shadows. They fly 
swiftly and without a noise, nev er 
farther than from tree to tree, seeming 
to feel safer when among the thick 
foliage. 
The yellow-billed cuckoo is said 
to 
be worth a number of some other kinds. 
Especially the farmer and fruit grow’ef 
owe it much, and those who walk 
along the streets of a city, where there 
are trees, owe it some thanks for no 
one knows how much less shade might 
be there if these birds did not come along 
so quietly and take as food the cater­ 
pillars that eat the leav es. 
The cuckoos are among the few birds 
that destroy the hairy 
caterpillars. 
They may only suck out the juicy parts 
of the most spiny and hairy ones, and 
it is to be hoped they do for we don’t 
like to think that they swallow the 
larv a of the Io moth and the spiny 
caterpillar found on elm trees. They 
are known to eat these and the ugly 
ones that strip the walnut trees of leav es- 
One was seen on the ground with one 
of these caterpillars in its bill. It kept 
pounding it on the ground either to 
kill it or to rub off some of the hairs. 
They seem to think it is fun to tear 
up the webby nests of the tent cater­ 
pillar and the fall web worm. 
August 
seems to be this bird’s month. 
Then 
it 
feels the happiest because caterpillars 
are the most plentiful. 
It has to eat 
grasshoppers and other insects before 
it can find enough caterpillars, and then 
in the fall before it leav es it eats some 
berries. 
It seems to like mulberries. 
Maybe because they are shaped like 
caterpillars. 
No kind of caterpillar is safe whe* 
the cuckoo is around. 
Where cater­ 
pillars are plentiful cuckoos are around 
and heard and there they stay as long 
as the food lasts. 
Maybe we shcK.oi be 
glad if the cuckoo does not .come around 
for then we may feel pretty sure that 
caterpillars are scarce. 
It giv es v ery little time to nest 
building. 
A few twigs laid loosely in 
some tree or bush make for it a nest 
but so thin that the eggs and young 
birds can be seen through the bottom. 
It likes a hedge or the lower branches 
of an ev ergreen tree. 
Here it will 
sit on its nest and look at you so quietly 
as if not the least afraid. 
Its eggs a/« 
pale greenish blue. 
Cuckoos can be seen from the last 
of April to the first of October. 
If 
once you know their habits and call you 
will see them. As they slip quietly 
among the branches of the trees they 
giv e out a cluck and when you 
find 
them you often see them looking up at 
if examining the under sides of thy 
leav es for there is where the mos< of 
the caterpillars are. They an r ci 
to 
common as some other birds toi v ..u « ill 
not find more than one or u*-.

Electric h^ht was # *ne of tho tools 
by which the sculptor, Gutzon Borg- 
luni and his crew of artisans cut the 
great “nation's memorial” into the 
face of iStone mountain near Atlanta, 
<iu., a piece of sculpture now getting 
Its finishing touches. Light drew the 
heroic picture of Lee and Jackson 
and .Jefferson Davis and Hie mobiliz­ 
ing men of the South and drew It 
with vast strokes so that the work­ 
men, clinging to the Immense hare 
face of the mountain might engrave 
Borglum’s giguntlc masterpiece there 
forever. The sculptor, in an uddress 
at the May meeting of the Illuminat­ 
ing Engineering society, 
New 
York 
section, explained how it was done. 
When he was called to Atlanta to 
conceive and execute the huge memo­ 
rial, he said the committee wanted a 
bust of Gen. Robert E. 
I.ee, but he 
showed 
them 
that 
a 
single 
bust 
would be Insignificant on such a vast 
rock surface. Then he sketched the 
design which is now nearing comple­ 
tion—an inspiring picture of an as­ 
sembling warlike host rallying to the 
call of the old South. But the memo­ 
rial was so large -figures measure 
160 feet from riders' hats to horses' 
hoofs, and the whole picture contains 
1,100 objects covering 
an 
area 
a 
thousand feet long—that it was im­ 
possible to outline it in proper per­ 
spective 
working 
at 
close 
range 
against the sheer face of the smooth 
rook. 
The principle of the old-fashioned 
“magic lantern” was 
employed. 
A 
large glass slide was made hearing 
the artist’s drawing of the memorial. 
It was placed in front of a powerful 
electric lamp at a distance of 800 feet 
from the mountain and the whole de­ 
sign thus projected by a tilting cam­ 
era on the vast rock face into which 
j 
it was to he graven. Every night the 
picture was thus flooded upon the 
rock in exactly the proportions of the 
final 
work. 
I'ainters suspended in 
“bos’ns’ chairs” drew in the outlines 
so that each following day stone cut­ 
ters could turn the painting into stone : 
forms. This procedure was continued 
until the whole memorial was laid out J 
In detail. Then the projections were 
discontinued and construction wont 
ahead. The light of the electric lamps 
had done their work.

Indian superstitions, many of which 
have gone with the red man, often 
reappear and their return sometimes 
Is strangely linked with scientific phe­ 
nomena 
Centuries 
ago 
when 
tornadoes 
swept through the forests and “rased 
Indian 
villages 
a 
belief 
grew 
up 
among the Indians that certain areas 
were 
protected 
from 
the 
dread 
destroyer. 
Indians held to a belief that tor­ 
nadoes were powerless against terri­ 
tories immediately surrounding the 
junction of rivers; that the river 
gods protected these spots. 
The legend was revived among old 
settlers in the vicinity of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., in 1920 when a tornado swept 
through Allen county, destroying two 
small towns and doing millions of 
dollars’ worth of damage. 
Thirteen 
persons were 
killed by the twister 
and thirty-four injured. The revival 
of the legend came when (lie tornado, 
sweeping on a straight line toward 
Fort Wayne, suddenly lifted, passing 
over the city, only to drop to earth 
again fifteen miles away to destroy 
a village. Fort Wayne stands at the 
Junction of the St. Joseph's and St. 
Mary’s river, which together flow into 
the Maumee. 
Patrick 
McDonough, 
government 
meteorologist tit Fort Wayne,, said 
that any influence that rivers would 
have upon a tornado would he atmos­ 
pheric, 
and 
discounted 
the 
Indian 
legend that ri\ers ward off heavy 
winds. 
“Thcte arc tornadoes in the spring 
and early summer every year,” he 
said, “and Indiana has had several 
which took 
many lives and razed 
much 
property.

tornado 
there is a freak or series of freaks. 
As a matter of fact, the tornado Itself 
is a freak, of which we know little. 
If there is anything to the legend it Is 
due to atmospheric conditions exist
